SPEAKS TO STUDENTS 


AT CITY HALL ON 


ARMISTICE DAY 


City Attorney D. H. Fullerton spoke 
to the Brainerd high school students 
at the city hall in commemoration of 
the signing of the Armistice, l l ycar:i 
ago, November ll. 
He declared that during the war 
man power was drafted but wealth 
was not. Twenty-three thousand men 
were made millionaires and 4,000,000 
men served for $30 per month. 
The American Legion was formed in 
Paris in 1919, continued Mr. Fullerton, 
for the purpose of caring for the dis­ 
abled soldiers. 
He concluded his speech by giving 
the slogan of the American Legion: 
“We serve in peace and in war.” 
“Keep the Home Fires Burning" was 
then sung by the students in the city 
hall, after which Edward Burke read 
Lieutenant John McCrea’s poem, “In 
Flanders Fields.” With the singing of 
the “Star Spangled Banner” the uro­ 
gram closed.

Tho commonly considered poor ra­ 
tion is not so bad in some res-peets, 
according to Dr. F. B Hadley of the 
departm ent of veterinary science of 
the University of W isconsin. The data 
I lint have boon gathered on this sub­ 
ject have come

dairy cows a t the experim ent st a I bai 
th a t are being [nit through a five-year 
test to determ ine Hie Im portance of 
I ration in the ability of cattle to w ith­ 
stand the ravages of the abortion 
germ. 
The poor ration is one composed of 
corn, s i l a g e , tim othy hay, non legume 
pasture and corn gluten m al. 
The 
ration is riot lad a nee I in protein arid 
low In m inerals. 
The other herd of 
cows is on a ration of legume hay, 
silage, legume p a s t u r e , oilmeal, hone 
meal, s a l t and a well balanced grain 
ratio pius a h a l f pound of cod liver 
oil dally. 
The c o w s on the low pro­ 
tein and m ineral 
ration m aintained 
their weight and gave practically as 
much butterfat In a /e a r as did the 
herd on the better balanced ration 
aud getting the cod liver oil. 


Healthy Calves Raised 
W ithout Urie of Milk 
Although it is much easier to raise 
cti.lves by feeding them milk for six 
m onths or more, good calves can be 
raised without milk a fte r the fir»t 
two months, provided Hint they have 
a got*'! start and arc strong, healthy 
calves ut weaning time. 
It is essential th a t such calves t>c 
allowed to eat grain and hay at an 
early age. The grain fed during the 
first two or three w eeks Is cracked 
corn or crushed oats, or a m ixture of 
both, led dry. W hen the milk is dis­ 
continued a inure com plete m ixture 
is used. It Is best to feed some form 
of leguminous hay, because of 
protein content.
